Hartnell’s Community Theatre 
opens the season with a fast paced 
courtroom comedy drama, featur- 
ing a cast of 20. The players con- 
sist principally of college students. 

The play is concerned with the 
antics of a wealthy New York so- 
ciety matron who serves on the 
jury of a murder trial. How she 
convinces various members of the 
jury to her way of thinking is at 
the same time amusing and _ in- 
teresting. 

Headed by Mrs. Barbara Wep- 
pener, a veteran performer on the 
Hartnell Community stage, the 
show promises to be an excellent 
character study. 

“The Matchmakers,” the stage 
play which serves as the base for 
the Broadway musical, “Hello 
Dolly,” was originally scheduled 


for production, but it was can- 
celled because the owners of the 
copyright would not permit it to 
be performed while “Hello Dolly” 
was being performed, 

This was only one of the many 
difficulties which the ,drama de- 
partment had to overcome. Dave 
Sanders, the Prosecuting Attorney, 
was absent from rehearsals for a 
week and a half due to hospital- 
iztion. The original female lead 
had to be replaced along with 
othe character parts as 
late third week of re- 
hearsals. 

Director Hal Ulvici had stated 
earlier, “We may have to put this 
production on by candlelight, due 
to the fact that our new lights 
have not been installed.”. ‘The
